Recovering 
From Blow 



Business Men of City of Gal- 
veston Making a Fivsh 
Start, 



Order Has Been Restored, the 
Rough Element Being 
Overcome- 



Work of Gathering the Bodies 
of Victims Still Going 
On. 



By Associated Press. 

Galveston, Texas, Sept. 13.— Galveston 
is beginning to recover from the stun- 
ning hlow of last week, ami, though the 
city appears to be desolate, the authori- 
ties and the commercial and industrial 
interests are getting their force* to 
work, and u start has at last been made 
toward the resumption uf business 011 u 
moderate scale. The presence of troops 
has had a beneficial effect upon the 
criminal classes, and apprehension of a 
brief but desperate reign of anarchy now 
no lunger exists. The saloons have tit 
least gone out of business, and every 
strong-limbed man who has not his own 
humble abode to look after, is being 
pressed into service, so that first of all 
the water service may be resumed, the 
gutters Unshed and streets lighted. The 
further ruins are dug into, the greater 
becomes the increase in the list of those 
who perished as their houses tumbled 
about their heads. On the lower bench 
yesterday a neurching party found a 
score of corpses within a small area, 
going to show that the bulwark of debris 
which lies straight across the island con- 
ceals many more bodies than have been 
accounted for. Corpses are being buried 
when found, without delay. It will be 
many days yet before all the floating 
bodies have been found. All ulong the 
beach they are being constantly washed 
up. Whether these are those which 
were swept out into the gulf ami 
drowned, or are simply the return ashore 
of some of those oust into the sea to 
guard against pestilence, there is . no 
means of knowing. In any event the 
Associated I'ress correspondent, in a 
trip across the bay yesterday, counted 
seven bodies in the waves, among horses 
and cattle, the stench from which was 
unbearable. 

TERRIBLE WORK. 

Galveston, Texas, Sept. 12, 8 p.m., via 
Houston, midnight.— Efforts were made 
this afternoon to pick up the dead bodies 
that had lloatetl in with the tide after 
having once been cast into the sen. This 
was awful -work and few men wore 
found with sufficiently strong nerves to 
continue the work more than thirty min- 
utes at 11 time. All the bodies were bad- 
ly decomposed, swollen to enormous pro- 
portions and of so dark a hue that it in 
impossible to tell, except by the hair, 
when any hair is visible, whether they 
are those of whites or negroes. 

Every effort is being made to induce 
people to leave Galveston, and no one, 
110 matter what his business, unless he 
is in direct charge of a relief train, enn 
gain admittance to the place. It will b<i 
at least a week before there is full com- 
munication. 

Another train load of provisions ami 
clothing, making the third within tho 
last 2-k hours, came here from Houston 
to-night. 

The steamer Charlotte Alden nrrived 
at noon to-day from Houston with 10,000 
loaves of bread and other provisions. 
The amount of food which has been sent 
so far has been large, but there are still 
in the neighborhood of 30,000 people 
to be cared for on the island. 

REFUGEES IN HOUSTON. 

Houston, Texas, Sept. 13.— Houston 
now is the haven of many unfortunatn 
people of Galveston. Trains have al- 
ready brought in between 000 and 1,000 
of the survivors, and a motley crowd 
they are. Men, bare-headed, bare-footed, 
coatless, with swelled feet and -bruised 
and blackened bodies and heads, were 
numerous. Women of wealth and re- 
finement, hatless, shoeless, gowns in 
shreds, were among the refugees. Some- 
times there would be a man, wife and 
child or two, but such cases were Tare, 
nearly all of those who came in having 
suffered the loss of one or more mem- 
bers of their families. Never were thero 
so many sad hearts. Men bereft of theit 
wives and children, women widowed, 
children parentless. It was enough to 
touch the stoutest henrt. Although a 
week ago these people hud happy homes 
and are now homeless and penniless, 
they bore up bravely. Their faces were 
drawn from mental us well as physical 
anguish, but there was no whimpering, 
no complaining. Everything for their 
comfort and welfare is being done. Many 
of the refugees had tasted little or no 
food since Saturday. 

From all parte of the United States 
and some portions of England many 
thousands of dollars are pouring into this 
city for the Telief of destitute storm suf- 
ferers. Train loads of provisions and 
clothing are hurrying toward Houston 
and Galveston. 

Estimates of the number of dead still 
vary. Mayor Jones, of Galveston, main 
tains his opinion that the number will 
be no less than 5,000. 

DEAD AT BOLIVAR. 

B. F. Cameron, -a lumberman of Sto- 
well, Chambers county, says that the re- 
lief party which went from Stowell to 
Bolivar, reported to him that there were 
over 1,000 dead bodies on the beach at 
Bolivar, in East bay, and in sight of tho 
salt marshea which line the bay. 'The, 
party succeeded in burying 40. The oth- 
ers are lying In the water and on the 
land mixed with the carcaseB of animals, 
and nil decomposing in the heat, and giv- 
ing forth a stench which is horrible. 
Many of these bodies evidently were swept 
across the bay from Galveston. Others 
are of people who. lived at Bolivar. It 
will ho necessary to collect and burn the 
corpses, to prevent tho outbreak of an 
epidemic. 

NOT A RELATIVE 

Lajunto, Colo., Sept. 13.-rC J. Sea 



ley, a young man of Galveston, Texas, 
who is in this city, has received n tele- 
gram from the mayor of Galveston, in- 
forming him of the death of 21 of Lis 
relatives, among whom nre his mother, 
two sisters and three brothers. Tho 
young man said to-day that he did not 
believe he had a relative left on earth. 



VOLUNTEERS RETURNING. 

Canadians Receiving a Rousing Recep- 
tion in London— Troopers Killed. 

Special to the Colonist. 

London, Sept. 13.— The condition of 
Rev. Dean Lauder, of Ottawa, chaplain 
of the Canadian House of Commons, who 
is ill here, is unchanged. 

Mr. Burdett Coutts, M.P., entertained 
the Canadian and Australian soldiers in- 
valided from South Africa nt dinner on 
the occasion of their visit to his resi- 
dence, Holly Lodge, Tuesday. The Mj 
P. made a speech, in which ho referred 
briefly to the hospital enquiry, which his 
exposures, as a result of a visit to the 
held hospitals in South Africa, has insti- 
gated. 

The war otllce has been notified that 
six of Strathcona's Horse, Sergt. Logan 
and brother and Privates West, Crick- 
shanks, Jones and Wiggins, nt first re- 
ported missing, were killed. 

The arrival of t!0 Canadian soldiers at 
Charing Cross this morning was at tho 
most unexpected, but wherever on tho 
route to Eustou station the boys were re- 
cognized, their appearance called for 
cheers. At Euston the crowd was small, 
but they gave the Canadians an enthu- 
siastic send-off. They sailed on the Do- 
minion for Canada to-day. They are:

MINERS ASSAULTED. 

Non-Union Men Employed in the Payne 
Mine Beaten.

Kaslo, Sept. 13.— Reports come front 
Sandon ol outrages on non-union men 
employed at the Payne mine. It is 
stated that a miner who went into the 
town the other afternoon was assaulted 
in broad daylight by a gang of seven, 
who cruelly beat him.

He 
was sitting at a table with a friend when 
two men entered and, without saying a 
word, attacked him, knocked him on the 
floor and stumped on his face and body.

RUN ON A BANK. 

Government Comes to the Rescue of the 
Bank of Republic, Rio. 

Rio do Janiero, Sept. 13. — A run on 
the Bank of Republic hus obliged it to 
use its prerogative to issue cheques at 
(»() days sight on deposits. The presi- 
dent of the bank and the directors have 
resigned. The government has promised 
assistance, but has refused to permit the 
issue of a single note of paper money. 
Complete calm prevails, and an early and 
satisfactory arrangement is expected. 



MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 

American Lady Accused by British Po- 
lice of Smuggling. 

London, Sept. 13.— The United States 
charge d'affaires, Mr. Henry White, pro* 
tested at the foreign o'tnee to-day ngainst 
the treatment to which Mrs. Mary Rowe. 
of Denver, has been subjected by the po- 
lice at Westgate-on-the-Sen. On Septem- 
ber 9 she was arrested, accused of smug- 
gling, and was searched nt the local po- 
lice station by men. Mrs. Rowe al- 
leges she suffered indignities and was not 
allowed to communicate with friends 
and was locked up over night. • Her 
nephew, Mr. Gond, who is a prominent 
resident of Westgate, and who married 
a daughter of former Senator Rollins, of 
New Hampshire, got Mrs. Rowe out of 
the police station and induced the United 
States embassy to protest. The police 
say it is a case of mistaken identity. 



Washington, Sept. 13.— The crisis that 
was neur at hand yesterday over tho 
evacuation propositi of the Russian gov- 
enrernment has been averted for a timo 
at least, and the diplomatic side of tho 
matter has become again the object of; 
attention. The order to Gen. Chaffee to 
leave at once, which was expected in 
some quarters, did not issue to-day. In- 
stead earnest efforts are making to ar- 
range the preliminaries for negotiations, 
which are expected to settle the Chinese 
trouble. Li Hung Chang's message to- 
day removed perhaps the latest obstacle 
to the speedy beginning or negotiations, 
and the only doubt that now exists is ns 
to his ability to redeem his pledge and 
protect American Interests and stop out- 
rages upon missionaries and native con- 
verts. 

The notice that Russian troops will 
not evacuate Pekiu until some arrange- 
ments have been made for tho installation 
of a government to take charge of af- 
fairs, is directly in line with the policy 
the state department has been pursuing 
in the exchanges with Li Hung Chang, 
nnd if this Russian decision is adhered to, 
it certainly will facilitate the ultimate 
withdrawal of all of the foreign forces, 
is the opinion of the officials here. An 
inference from the Russian statement is 
that Li'e coming to Pekin will be fol« 
lowed by Rutsia in the hope of making 
the desired arrangement for the estab- 
lishment of a Chinese government there. 
As Li cannot reach the capital from 
Shanghai, starting to-morrow, inside of a 
week, it may be that there will be no de- 
velopments in the international situation, 
within that period of time. The govern- 
ment has not been advised yet that all of 
the answers to the Russian note have 
been returned. It is said that all of tho 
powers have been heard from on the sub- 
ject, but the disposition is to regard their 
communications not ns answers, but ra- 
ther as argumentative statements, which 
leave the main issue still open for discus- 
sion. This point, however, becomes of 
diminished importance, in view of the an- 
nounced purpose of the Russian govern- 
ment to modify the terms of its original 
proposition. 

RUSSIA'S INTENTIONS. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 13.— The Russian 
government adheres to its proposal to ■ 
evacuate Pekin, nnd continues to cherish a 
the hope thnt Germany will end by 
agreeing to it, and thus induce Great 
Britain to follow. It is explained, how- 
ever, that Russia recognizes the impossi- 
bility of the allies leaving Pekiu unless 
the Chinese government immediately en- 
ters, so thnt there should not be an inter- 
val without n government. Russia can- 
not, therefore, move before the termina- 
tion of the negotiations now begun be- 
fore guaranteeing order in Pekin by the- 
installation of n government immediately 
after the evacuation. 

The Novoe Vremya says quarters have 
already been secured at Tien Tsin for 
the Russian troops leaving Pekin. The- 
paper adds thnt some detachments will, 
march to Taku and remain there, but 
that the majority will return to Port 
Arthur or Tn Li Fun for the winter. 

A despatch from Saratov says that the 
despatch of batteries of artillery and the- 
purchase of horses for the use of the 
Russian army in the Far East have been 
countermanded. 

MILITARY RULE IN PEKIN. 
London, Sept. 14.— (4 a. in.)— No light 
is thrown this morning upon Li Hung 
Chnng's intended movements. The- 
Times has an interesting despatch from. 
Pekin, dated September 4, which says: 
"Russia has decided to withdraw her 
legation from Pekin, leaving a military 
command. The other powers will also 
withdraw their legations, leaving Pekin 
under the military control o£ the allies 
during the winter nt least. 

"At a meeting of the generals, the 
Russian commander announced that 
Russia would maintain 15,000 troops 
during the winter. The German com- 
mander said that Germany would keep 
the same number, and the Japanese 
commander announced that Japan would 
have 22,000. The British general was 
not in a position to make an announce- 
ment. There is every indication that 
Lord Salisbury hus decided that our 
subordinate position in Pekin must be- 
come still humbler. 

TO GRAB TERRITORY. 
" In the best-informed quarters the 
opinion is expressed that Russia and 
Germany arc noting in accord. Russia 
seeking the definite alienation of all ter- 
ritory north of the Great Wall, and Ger- 
many the annexation of Sbnn Tung,. 
Kiting Su, and the Yang Tse province. 

" Russia seeks to restore the power of 
the Empress Dowager and the Emperor,, 
in order to be able to wield her influence- 
through them over the remaining prov- 
inces. The dismemberment of Chinas 
seems almost inevitable. The Em press 
Dowager has retained Prince Ching.'s son 
as a hostage for his father." 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Times, wiring Wednesday, confirms the 
report of the uneasy feeling there con- 
cerning Germany's intentions toward the- 
Yang-tse provinces, and especially 
Kinng Nin forts. The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Times says he is in 
a position to assert positively that the 
Russian troops in Manchuria are prepar- 
ing for war.

"Laurier's policy," Sir Charles went on 
to say, "was to obtain representation in 
the Imperial parliament. This means 
that all the work of a national character 
now done for Canada at Ottawa would 
be transacted at Westminster.

He has confessed his guilt, lie was ar- 
rested for trying to sell to a Japanese of- 
ficer, with initials, which lie admitted was 
taken from the body of Von Ketteler. 
He afterwards admitted the crime, say- 
ing that the imperial government order- 
ed the commission of the act.

London, Sept. 13.— The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Times, wiring on 
Tuesday, says: "Li Hung Chang has re- 
ceived an edict appointing Prince Cuing 
and Gen. Y'ung Lu additional pence com- 
missioners, lie has advised Y'ung Lu 
frankly to confess that his troops were 
beyond control and attacked the foreign- 
ers. Li Hung Chang will then enquire 
whether the allies are prepared to ac- 
cept Yung Lu as a commissioner. Chang 
Chi Tung, the Wu Chang viceroy, says 
Y'ung Lu is willing te return to Pao 
Ting Fu, but is reluctant to accept the 
appointment." 

HAS CONDITION'S. 

London. Sept. 13. -A special fiom 
Shanghai, dated yesterday, says: "LI 
Hung Chang declares that lie is willing 
to negotiate for the restoration of Em- 
peror Kwang Sui, but not for the pun- 
ishment of Prince T111111 Lung L11 or 
Yang Yi, president of the hoard of war. 

"Prince Ching has informed Li Hung 
Chang that a certain potver proposed four 
conditions to be accepted before agree- 
ing to an armistice: The neutralization 
of Tien Tsin. the creation of Hen Lang 
Kuing is a buffer state, the placing by 
the powers of international garrisons at 
the treaty ports and the execution of 
Boxer chiefs." 

TO PROTECT LIVES. 

Washington, Sept. 13.— Minister Wu 
has received a cablegram from Li Hung 
Chung answering the hope expressed itj 
the American note of a few days ngo 
that his powers were sufficient to protect 
American lives and interests in China. 
Earl Li says he has that power and will 
see that the protection is given. 

CHRISTIANS MASSACRED. 

Yokohama, Sept. 12.— A Japanese of- 
ficer at Chsong, Korea, reports that two 
Japanese and several hundred Chinese 
and Korean converts have been murder- 
ed on the frontier by Chinese.

Montreal, Sept. 7— The Canadian Pa- 
cine Railway Company lias received offl- 
cial advices to the effect that the Imper- 
ial government intends to greatly enlarge 
the naval headquarters of the Pacific 
squadron at Esqulmalt. It is its inten- 
tion to make important additions to the 
engineering and dock equipment, so us to 
enable the authorities to execute all re- 
pairs to the vessels of the squadron dur- 
ing the time they may be attached to the 
station. This will obviate the necessity 
tor vessels which may sustain serious 
damage going to either Hongkong or to 
Portsmouth. 

The enlargement of the establishment, 
will, it is expected, lend to a considerable 
increase of tralllc over the C. I'. R. sys- 
tem. It will mean an augmented head- 
quarters' stuff, and in times of emergency 
the transport of great quantities of ma- 
terial.

SALMON OANNERS COMPLAIN. 

American Fishermen Are Invading Mud 
Bay, Through Which the Inter- 
national Boundary Crosses. 

Some complaint is being made by Brit- 
ish Columbia cauners over the invasion 
of American fishermen into the territory 
of the British eamiers at Mud hay, 
which, although its mouth is in the ter- 
ritory of the republic to the south is 
wholly on the Canadian side of the line. 
Mud bay cuts into the land just south 
of Point Itoberts, which point, in fact, 
forms one of its extremities. The boun- 
dary line cuts across Point Roberts, leav- 
ing the extremity of the Cape in United 
States territory, and cuts ncross the 
mouth of Mud bay. On this bay several 
fishing camps have been established by 
British Columbia dinners, one being lo- 
cated there >by K. P. Rithet & Co., of 
this city. The British Columbia can- 
ners send their fishermen around the 
point froui the Eraser and they had been 
fishing for cohoes there and in the 
Nickamal river, which enters the bay. 
The American canners at and neat 
Blaine, around the extremity of the bay 
to the southward, have been sending men 
to net the salmon outside the bay and on 
the United States side of the line. Both 
men kept to their respective sides of the 
line until recently— and this is where the 
complaint of the ennners is caused. Lat- 
terly the American fishermen have been 
invading the bay, crossing the line with 
impunity. One of the outfits from n 
Sound cannery have moored a scow right 
at the line and they are despatching their 
men across into the bay and buying tho 
salmon off the British Columbia fisher- 
men. They are also said to be fishing 
inside the line. 

Some time ago, it will be remembered, 
a number of British Columbia fishermen 
■were arrested by the. American fishery 
patrols for being within the American 
water off Point Roberts, and it was prov- 
en that they had but drifted unconscious- 
ly across the boundary. There is no hin- 
drance to the invasion by patrols from 
this side of the line.

The Grand Duchess Constantino, aunt of 
the Czar, Is Colonel of the Sixteenth Regi- 
ment of Dragoons, and her daughter, ths 
Grand Duchess Vera, holds sway over the 
First Regiment of Russian Foot Guards. 

Queen Margherlta of Italy, again. Is chief 
of a battalion of German mounted troops, 
and the two sisters of the Kaiser also lead 
regiments occasionally on peaceful parades 
of state.

THE ELECTIONS. 

The uncertainly as to the date of the 
elections is not calculated to make the 
public feel kindly towards ibcj govern- 
ment. The ministry may say that no 
announcement was ever made that the 
House of Commons would he dissolved 
before another session, which is prob- 
ably quite true, but the impression lias 
been allowed to go abroad that such 
would be the case. Several of the min- 
isters— two, we think— are absent in 
Europe, and this might perhaps be taken 
to mean the contrary, but Europe 1 is not 
very far away, and it is easy to get back 
quickly if necessary. Some of. the min- 
isters are very busy making campaign 
speeches, and many of the Liberal or- 
ganizations are placing candidates in the 
field. This looks very much like an 
early election. We think, however, that 
it is now out of the question to hold 
elections in October. Under the provi- 
sions of the law an election may 1)0 
brought on in sixteen days after the re- 
turning officer has had time to receive 
and post his proclamation, so that if the 
government chose to do so, it could bring 
on a contest in October; but the custom 
has been to give longer notice than this 
would call for. In 1890 the dissolution 
proclamation was made on April 24. and 
polling day was June 23. That is, there 
was an interval of two months betveeen 
the two. If a similar period between 
the two is allowed to lapse in the present 
case, the elections would not come off 
before the middle of November. That 
is not a good time for election anywhere 
except in this province. Travelling is 
bad in most parts of the Dominion in 
November, and many voters are arrang- 
ing to leave for the woods in the Eastern 
provinces. If the public convenience is 
consulted, the elections will not take 
place in November. A month later 
would be better, for snow roads are then 
beginning to be good. 



AN EXCELLENT APPOINTMENT. 

Yesterday's Gazette contained police 
of the appointment of Mr. John B. Mc- 
KUligan to the position of Surveyor of 
'Tuxes and Inspector of Revenue, the 
new office created by the legislature at 
the late session. In congratulating .Mr. 
McKilligan upon his appointment, the 
Colonist wishes to say that a more com- 
petent man for the position could not 
have been selected. His business ex- 
perience specially tits him for the duties 
of the office, and we have no doubt that 
he will give the public excellent service. 

FAST TIME TO THE NORTH. 

The Dolphin made the run from Van- 
couver to Ketchikan, which is the last 
place she was heard from, in thirty 
hours. The distnnce is 5S!) miles, so 
that her speed was u trifle under 20 
miles an hour. Her owners expeel that 
the running time between Seattle and 
Skagway will be 54 or 50 hours. If a 
steamer of the speed of the Dolphin were 
plying between the head of Vancouver 
Island and Skagwity, the time at sea 
would be cut down to 30 hours, and a 
fast train would land passengers here ill 
less than 40 hours from Skagway. By 
close and fast connection between Nu- 
uaiiuo and Vancouver, the same time 
could be made to that city. Given such 
a connection we are sure the British 
Columbia cities would get a very much 
larger share of the northern passenger 
traffic than they now enjoy. Is there 
any good reason why such a connection 
tihould not be established in the very 
near future, and if so, what is if.' 

We have not said very much lately 
about the railway to the north end of 
the Island, having been of the opinion 
that it was well to rest a little while 
upon what had already been said and

ance of the Dolphin, which is nothing 
at all extraordinary, and can easily be 
beaten by boats specially constructed for 
speed, brings the matter up in u new 
light. We hope to see the day when, 
by fast trains on the Island and fast 
steamers on the sea, n traveller can go 
from Victoria or Vancouver to Skagway 
in 3"> hours, or to White Horse within 
two days. This would mean a trip to 
Dawson in four days, which would be 
pretty good work. There is nothing at 
all insuperable in the obstacles to bo 
overcome in order to achieve this. 



A HIGH COMPLIMENT. 

Lt.-Col. Prior has received a letter 
from a major in the Imperial army, now 
serving in South Africa, where he has 
seen much of the fighting, and lias per- 
mitted the Colonist to make the follow- 
ing extracts: 

You will, I am sure, be delighted to 
hear that the Canadian contingents out 
hero have won unstinted ami golden 
opinions from everyone. Their splendid 
marching and powers of endurance and 
fighting qualities one hears spoken of at 
every turn. Indeed, they have bested 
many of our Imperial regular regiments 
on more than one occasion. You would 
be utterly surprised, at least I was, if 
you could see, as I have .seen, the way in 
which they have picked up soldiering. 
Their eeprit-de-corps is a lesson and an 
example in very truth to all our regi 
meats. Lord Roberts paid Canada's 
sons no more than a just tribute to their 
magnificent worth when ho cabled his 
congratulations to the Dominion after 
the great victory at Panrdebcrg. 
»*»****» 

I tell you this sending out of the con- 
tingents has been a priceless benefit and 
advertisement to the Dominion. Every- 
body talks of Canada as having dom 
more than any other colony. This war 
has proved beyond question that wo 
must now make a start on Imperial unity 
on some practical lines. The Mother 
Country can never again undertake such 
another big war as this without the aid 
of the colonies. Heaven alone knows 
what we should have done without the 
magnificent and all important services of 
all the colonial contingents. 

Excellent as the Imperial regular cav- 
alry regiments are, still they are not in it 
by many a long chalk beside the col 
ouinls. This again I have seen for my 
self, and no honest man can gainsay my 
words. 

This compliment to the soldierly qual- 
ities of the Canadians is all the more val 
liable because it was not written for 
publication, but is an opinion expressed 
by a thoroughly impartial observer to a 
friend. It is also the opinion of a sol 
dier, who knows what service in the field 
means. Here we have a frank admission 
by an officer of the Imperial forces, based 
upon what he has seen himself, and not 
upon hearsay, that the Colonials are tin 
superior of the regular troops in the 
field. When we reflect upon the sort of 
men who volunteered for service in Can 
ada. and probably what is true of them 
is true also of the other Colonial c 
tiugents, surprise at their efficiency 
ceases. There is profound satisfaction 
in the knowledge that our contingents arq 
only a sample of the men the Colonic 
can turn out whenever they are needed 
to light the battles of the Empire. 

RESTLESS CUBA. 

One of the so-called ex-presidents of the 
republic of Cuba declares in a letter re- 
cently published that, unless complete in- 
dependence is given the island at a very 
early day, there will be another rebel- 
lion. The native Cubans are very rest- 
less, and when a fit i.s on them they pay 
no attention to* any other consideration 
than a desire to accomplish their object. 
The rebellion preceding that which led 
to the war between the United State 
and Spain lasted ten years. As grievous 
complaints are made against the mnnnei 
in which the United States officials an 
administering affairs, as were ever mad< 
against the Spaniards. Charges or the 
grossest corruption are numerous, and it 
is alleged that the people are being sys- 
tematically robbed by those whose duty 
it is to protect them. What the United 
States will do in the event of a revolt 
against the present anomalous conditions, 
existing in Cuba cannot very easily be dc 
termined in advance. Will the order go 
forth to leave the island to its own de 
vices? This would be the natural thin 
lo do, if there were any certainty that the 
islanders would not make a bad mess of 
things. The United States cannot, af- 
ford to have a country like Cuba, so close 
to its borders, become a hotbed of con 
Fusion. On the other band, what will 
become of the declaration that govern 
ment.s derive their authority from the 
consent of the governed, if it is necessary 
lo impose United States control upon 
Cuba In the use of military force? The 
problem is exceedingly difficult, but it 
cannot be shirked.

Tile Times says that it is well known 
thai considerable money for use as a 
bribery fund "arrived in Victoria and 
was applied by Col. Prior and his col- 
league in such a way as to secure a max- 
imum advantage to the Conservative 
cause."

The Band Tour— Bandmaster Finn lias 
not yet been apprised that the war office 
has given its sanction to the proposed 
lour of Canada and England by the 
Fifth Regiment band, but he anticipates 
there will be no difficulty in obtaining 
the same,. Mr. Finn expects the organ- 
ization to leave Victoria about October 
12, after giving concerts on that and 
the preceding evening. In a few days 
the work of collecting promised subscrip- 
tions will be undertaken. 

Local Capital. — The British Columbia 
Band & Investment Agency has just 
completed the purchase of the unsold 
portion of the bonds issued under the 
Point .Ellice Bridge- Accident Bonn By- 
Law, within n fraction of par. This 
company purchased the whole of the last 
ritv loan of $120,000, and -out of the 
Point Ellice loan of ?210.000, they were 
able to secure against competitors no 
less than $171,000; making n total paid 
by tin' company to the city during the 
last IS months of upwards of $300,000. 

The Technical School.— Consulted yes- 
terday by a special committee appointed 
for tile purpose by the board of school 
trustees, His Worship Mayor Haywnrd 
nt oner- made practical suggestions 
which will probably result in proper ac- 
commodation being at once afforded for 
the now technical school to be estab- 
lished here. The Mayor suggested that 
adequate accommodation could no doubt 
be provided in the market building or 
the old fire hall apartment in the city 
hall building, and assured the committee 
that he had no doubt the city council 
would authorize an appropriation to put 
the premises chosen in suitable repair. 
The matter will no doubt bp taken up 
at Monday's meeting of the board.

Henry Macaulay, the well known Vic- 
toria trader, who established stores in 
the Northern centres in the early days of 
the Klondike excitement, is back here; 
again for another supply for his Northern 
stores, lie arrived yesterday from Wllitq 
Horse, having taken passage to Seattle 
by the steamer City of Seattle and come 
over from the Sound on the steamer Vic- 
torian. 

News is given by Mr. Macaulay that 
the freight is beginning to pile up at 
White Horse. The transportation com- 
panies are handling it as fast as they can, 
all the steamers being filled to their ca- 
pacity, but there is a vast amount 
going in. There were about 11,51)0 tons 
of freight on the wharves at White 
Horse when he left, and more was en 
route. With that passing through and 
landed at Skagway, the blockade would 
amount to between 0,000 and 7,000 tons. 

The water in the Yukon was dropping, 
it being especially low near Selkirk, in 
Steamboat slough and at Hell Gate. The 
days, too, were getting shorter, and this 
delayed steamboat travel, as the vessels 
had to tie up from about p.m. to 3 a.m. 
or 4 a.m. in the morning. The companies 
were doing their utmost to get in tho. 
freight. The White Fuss and Canadian 
Development companies were working 
heroically to keep the freight moving. 

The rush of freight has been wonder- 
fully large and will have the effect of 
greatly overstocking the market. In hay 
and feed especially there will be a super- 
abundance on the hands of the dealers. 
It was estimated that there were 1,200 
horses in the district, and a much greater 
amount has been long since shipped than 
will keep them well supplied for the win- 
ter. Horses will not bo so much used 
this winter, in the opinion of Mr. Macau- 
lay, nor will there be so much winter 
work as heretofore, for the miners are 
finding that summer work with the im- 
proved mining machinery is more paying 
than the old style winter work. 

The overstocking of the market will 
have the effect of keeping down prices. 
A letter received at White Horse from 
Dawson tells of cuts already made. Hay 
and feed was selling at no more than ten 
cents per pound about two weeks ago, 
much less than the price for which it had 
been selling. 

In order to rush up the freight, says 
Mr. Macaulay, the Sound transportation 
companies are pressing into service every 
vessel they can get. The South Portland 
is now returning from her first trip, and 
the George W. Elder has been added to 
the licet on the route. All nre heavily 
loaded with freight. There are about 
eight vessels going North from the Sound, 
he says, and the five running from here 
anil two from Vancouver make up a big, 
tleet. 

Another Victorian who came in on the 
Sound steamer yesterday morning was 
W. Wilson, who some three years ago 
went up on the steamer Islander, on one 
of her most crowded trips, on behalf of 
a number of loei.v' men, together with 
Mr. 11. Roper, who returned some time 
ago. The two Victorians struck it fair- 
ly rich on Cheeehako hill, and those who 
liad shares in the grub-stake were well 
paid for their investment. Cheeehako 
hill, on which tho claims of tin- two Vic- 
torians are located, is one of the hill- 
side workings of Bonanza creek and ono 
of the richest of these hills. 

Capt. Clarence Cox, lately of the river 
steamer Sybil, of the Canadian Develop- 
ment Company, arrived down from Daw- 
son yesterday afternoon via Seattle. He 
left Dawson on the 30th August. Ac- 
cording to Capt. Cox, the water in the 
Yukon was railing. From Five Fingers 
to White Horse it is getting very low. 
The freight was beginning to accumu- 
late. There was about one thousand tons 
of guaranteed freight at White Horse 
and about three thousand tons more, as 
well as much freight, delivery of which 
had not been guaranteed. Capt. Cox ex- 
pected that the season for navigation by 
the larger steamers will end about Sep- 
tember 25, while the smaller vessels will 
probably be able to continue running un- 
til about October 10. They are now, 
though, reducing their cargoes, owing to 
tile lowness of the water. 

The story of the wreck of the river 
steamer Bonanza King, published in this 
city yesterday, the Captain says, was, 
much exaggerated. The steamer ran too 
close on to the bank and struck a rock. 
This cut a hole in her hull, but she was 
soon patched up again and ran down to 
Dawson. Tho story of her being wreck- 
ed is nonsense. 

Capt. Cox brings down a gold pin, bear 
ing the monogram of Lady Minto, which 
was presented to him, together with au- 
tograph photos of both Their Excellen- 
cies, when they took passage to Dawson 
on the steamer Sybil, of which the Vic- 
toria master was in command.

Mr. C. E. Hawkins, general manager 
of the White Pass & Yukon railway, was 
shown the statements above made by Mr. 
Macaulay and Capt. Cox. lie said that 
those gentlemen had overestimated the 
freight on build. He had just received a 
despatch from White Horse, giving the 
tonnage of freight on hand on SeptsmbeB 
7 as 775 tons. This is the confidential 
advice furnished him by the company's 
agent at White Horse, and is made pub- 
lic to correct any misapprehensions that 
may exist on the subject. On September 
7, Mr. Hawkins says, the amount of 
freight on through bills of lading on the 
ocean, at Skagway, on the rail and at 
White Horse, would not ho more than 
2,500 tons. The .steamers could easily 
handle this in two trips each, allowing 
for reduced loads, owing to low water, 
He did not anticipate the least diffculty 
in delivery or all freight shipped on 
through bilks of lading. If there was tho 
least danger that the steamers could not 
do the work, scows would be put on. 
There is a great deal of freight going 
North on local bills, the shippers being 
willing to take chances on getting it 
through. Much of this will go down on 
scows. While the cotnpuny received 
freight on through bills up to September 
5, delivery was not guaranteed on any- 
received after August 20. The company 
does not desire to encourage any further 
shipments of freight for Dawson this 
year, for there is danger that it may he 
held at White Horse, and this means a 
great deal of trouble and expense to 
everyone. Speaking in a general way, 
Mr. Hawkins said that, if anything like 
normal conditions prevail on the Yukon, 
the company will deliver all its freight 
according to its bills of lading, and every- 
thing that has gone North up to date 
will reach its destination. 

Mr. Hawkins adds that the carrying 
capacity of its railway and connecting 
steamers is more than equal to tho de- 
mands of the Yukon trade, but the sea- 
son is drawing to a close, and the time 
limit fixed on through bills of lading was 
in the interest of shippers, so that they, 
would not send freight North at a date 
so late that there was risk attending its 
delivery. The company did not wish to 
represent itself as able to deliver goods 
after the date when the river usually 
ceases to be navigable.

1. All slek Chinese or Japanese must send 
or give notice of their Illness to the Health 
Officer or I'ollce Constable In the district 
where such Chinese or Japanese reside. 

'2. Thyslclnns In attendance on sick Chi- 
nese -or Japanese shall notify the Health 
Officer or Chalrman'of the Local Board of 
Health In Municipalities; or,-lf In an out- 
lying district, the Government Agent must 
be notified. Such notification should state 
the cause of Illness and the condition of the 
glands throughout the body of the sick per- 
son, and should be delivered to the Health 
Ofdccr, Chairman of the Local Board of 
Health or Government Agent,- us the case 
may be, ai the earliest possible opportu 
city. 

3. In City Municipalities the Medical 
Health Officer shall be notified within six 
hours of the death of any Chinese or Jnpa 
nese, by the person on whose premises suc'i 
death occurred, or by some relation or per- 
son having charge of the person so dying. 

4. In Rural Municipalities, the Medical 
Health Officer, or the Chairman or Secre- 
tary of the Local Board of Health must be 
notified within six hours of such death; and 
In outlying districts, the Government Agent 
or Police Constaule shall he notified within 
twelve hours after such or ns soon 
after as possible. Certificates as to the 
cause of death must be signed by the 
Health Officer in Municipalities, nnd In out- 
lying districts bv the Government Agent or 
some person duly authorized by him. 

5. Any person violating any provision of 
these regulations shall be liable, ui«on sum- 
mary conviction before any two Justices of 
the Peace, for every such offence, to a flue 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, with or 
without costs, or to imprisonment, with or 
without hard labor, for a term not exceed 
lug six months, or to both fine and Impris- 
onment, lu the discretion of the convicting 
court.

Of Hypnotism 



Canadian Clergyman Who Is 
Practising On Inebriates in 
New Haven. 



He Says St Is a Cure For Drunk 
enness and Cigarette 
Smoking, 



From New York Sun. 

The Rev. George B. Cutten, who will 
be remembered us the centre rush of the 
Yule 'Varsity eleven iu '07 uud 'OS, has 
become a firm believer iu hynotism us a 
cure for inebriety, the morphine habit, 
cigarette smoking ami many of the other 
ills that flesh is heir to. Cutten is the 
first minister who has become a scieu- 
titic believer in bypotisiu. lie is also 
one of the first men in this country to 
practise hypnotism as a cure for the 
diseases enumerated above. Although 
Cutten has been wortdug on this subject 
lor two years and has been giving hyp- 
notic treatment for upward of a year 
he has kept the matter a secret, lie has 
not done this because he feared to have 
it become known that lie was practising 
hypnotism, but because he believed that 
it would be wise to wait until he had ef- 
fected a long series of cures before mak- 
ing any announcement regarding hie 
work. 

Cutten became a hypnotist through 
the study of psychology at Yale, lie is 
now 2U years old. In LSOti he graduated 
from Acadia College in Nova Scotia. The 
following fall he came to Yale to study 
theology. After two years iu the divinity 
school Cutten began to study for the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy. While 
studying under 1'rof. George T. Ladd, 
who is one of the leading psychologists of 
this country, Cutten became interested in 
hypnotism. Psychology deals a great 
deal with hypnotism from a scientific 
point of view. It was in this way that 
Cutten beeauie impressed with the great 
possibilities of hypnotism. When he cume 
to apply hypnotism to theology hi- per- 
ceived a field ahead of him, and in the 
ardor of bis youth be plunged into this 
hold. When he came to write his thesis 
for bis doctor'H degree at Yale, he chose 
the subject "The Psychology of Inebri- 
ates." . . 

While at work preparing his thesis 
Cutten, more by accident than anything 
else discovered that he possessed hyp- 
notic powers in an unusiml degree. Ho 
developed this power under the direction 
of professors at Yale and according to 
scientific methods. He did not practise 
his power rashly at first, but experiment- 
ed gradually. Cutten has always, since 
lie has boon at Yale, done the work of 
about three men. AVhile lie "was in the 
Divinity School studying theology he oc- 
cupied a parish in the suburbs of New 
Haven on Sunday and on weeks days 
plaved football for Yale. Incidentally 
he did a great deal of work in the slums, 
and it was while working in the slums 
that Cutten decided to try to cure in- 
ebriates by hypnotism. He soon found a 
wide field for the application of hypno- 
tism in the homes of the charitable in- 
stitutions of the city. In these institu- 
tions be found plenty of men and boys 
wlio were eager to be cured of the habits 
of drink or cigarettes or morphine. These 
men did not care how they were cured. 
They were ready and willing subjects. 
Cutten began gradually nt first and has 
now rolled up a long list of cases, all of 
which will be embodied as a report in 
the thesis which Cutten will present next 
June for his doctor's degree at Yale. 

The application of hypnotism to inebri- 
ates, is, of course, not new. The theory 
has been tested abroad, and has been 
practised in a small way in New York 
city. But it has remained for Cutten to 
use hypnotism iu Christian work, and to 
advocate it as something that every min- 
ister might practise to good advantage 
in saving fallen humanity. If tin.' Yale 
football squad will permit Cutten, this 
Cull he purposes to try hypnotism ns a 
tonic to keep players in condition and to 
take the place of such stimulants as ale 
and champagne, which are often given 
to players to brace them up when they 
are tired and over- worked. Cutten be- 
lieves that hypnotism is the greatest 
known cure for nervous diseases and 
that it can be effectively used on an ath- 
lete whose nerves have been overtaxed 
and who in consequence has gone stale. 
No one who knows Cutten will regard 
liis use of hypnotism as the flighty ex- 
periment of a young Ulfln. lie is intel- 
ligent, uuito, modest and conservative. 
He said to-day that he had read between 
.seventy and eighty books on the sub- 
ject of hypnotism. He added that lie 
had read almost as many more books on 
different curee for inebriety. He con- 
cluded: 

•'I believe hypnotism is the lies! enru 
known for inebriety. The public- does 
not know that the most effective euros 
for inebriety are cures where the es- 
sential principle is that of suggestion. 
In other words the patient is given one 
thing to make him believe that he is be- 
ing cured, while ail emetic is stealthily 
[Hit into the liquor which he drinks. The 
result is that the patient is made ill so 
often by drinking liquor that he finally 
cannot bear the smell of it. Hypnotism 
obtains this same result in a different 
and more simple manner. The patient is 
put to sleep, he falls under the hypnotic 
influence and you tell him that the next 
time bo tries to take a drink of liquor 
that it will nauseate him. What is the 
result? "Why, after a series of treat- 
ments the patient goes and tries to take 
a drink and finds that It does nauseate 
him. He can't take it and has to leave 
it alone. 

"I believe that hypnotism is the essen- 
tial truth of Christian Science. So far 
as I can discover Christian Science has 
never accomplished an\?htng which 'can- 
not be accomplished by hypnotism. 



The method of Christian Scientists is 
that of suggestion. They tell a patient 
that be does not have a pain and they 
gradually make him believe that the pain 
does not exist. This is what hypnotism 
does, only.it does not attempt to go be- 
yond the bounds of science and reason. 

"I believe that a minister of the Gos- 
pel could not take up a better study than 
that of hypnotism. I will even go fur- 
ther. I believe that it would be a good 
thing for ministers who intend to work 
among inebriates and fallen humanity in 
general to cultivate the power of hypno- 
tism. I believe that a minister who 
studies hypnotism can use it for great 
moral good. 

"1 frankly admit that there is a dan- 
ger practising hypnotism, if it is used 
unscientifically and for the purpose of 
accomplishing freak tricks. But contrary 
to Uie general impression, hypnotism can- 
not be used to compel people to commit 
crimes, such as they would not ordinarily 
commit. The many reports of the use 
of hypnotism for such purposes are al- 
| most entirely untrue. The limit of hyp- 
I notism seems to be bounded by the moral 
sense of the subject. A man should also 
! be careful about applying hypnotism and 
■it should be used just us nn anaesthetic 
i is used and just as cautiously and guard- 
1 edly. I, for example, would not hypno- 
I tize a person unless there were respon- 
j sible witnesses present. 

"Personally, 1 do not believe la animal 
' magnetism, as applied to hypnotism. This 
is of course, the common theory of hyp- 
notic power. But I do not believe in it. 
I do not believe that because 1 am strong 
physically and have built up my muscle 
playing football that this is the secret 
of my hypnotic power. The secret of 
hypnotism is largely due to person, not 
animal magnetism. One teacher, for e.x- 
I ample, telis a boy in school to do a cer- 
tain thing and the boy does not do it. 
Another teacher tells the same boy to 
do somthing and he does it. Hypnotism 
is not the power of a stronger mind oven 
la weaker mind. This is also a common 
fallacy. The proof of this is the fact 
■ that you cannot hypnotize an idiot. Why V 
; Because the power o< suggestion is lost 
| us the patient has no mind to receive it. 
| •'There is never any danger from hyp- 
notic sleep. A patient will pass out of 
it in ten hours, if the operator is unable 
to bring him out of it. The great danger, 
I to my mind, of hypnotism is to terwfy a 
j hypnotic subject, or to place some great 
! strain upon a person who is hypnotized. 
The man who says that he can teach 
hypnotism for $5 should be prohibited 
from practicing hypnotism by the laws of 
| the bind. Hypnotism, as I believe in it, 
is nothing more than suggestive thera- 
peutics. The gift of hypnotism is inher- 
ent in the individual. It is personal mag- 
netism'. My experiments have been aim- 
ed at moral and not physical restoration 
in the patient. There is nothing about 
''hypnotism that any man should be 
I ashamed of. 1 realize that because I 
I urn a minister I shall be criticised, but 
i I do not mind that. In fact, 1 do not 
know how my own congregation will take 
it, now that the story is out." 

To show his methods of conducting ex- 
periments Mr. Cutten gave a sitting be- 
fore Some of his friends to-day in the 
Y'ule laboratory. He operated upon Dan- 
iel Foley, ,'!!) years old, who come to one 
of the charitable institutions of the city 
i six weeks ago after a spree which had 
J lasted a month. Foley bad drunk mini 
since be was 23, and appeared to be u 
hopeless victim of alcoholism when Mr. 
Cutten took charge of him. Mr. Cutten 
' began yesterday by putting Foley under 
I the influence of hypnotism. He then 
gave biiu a lecture on the evil effects of 
| drink and tobacco, an* told Foley that 
I be couldn't drink a glass of liquor which 
| was in his hand. Foley tried to lift an 
i imaginary glass to bis Hps and failed. 
He was agitated at the 'thought of being 
made to urink ug-.in. Mr. Cutten talked 
half an hour to his subject on the ho,- 
| rors of drink and then awoke him. Foley 
came to his senses and said: 

•'I feel very much rested. 1 couldn t 
take a drop of liquor if my life depend- 
ed on it. I couldn't force it down my 
'throat. 1 feel like a new man under .Mr. 
Cuttcn's treatment and shall go back to 
ray house and my job in a few days.'' 

'Mr. Cutten has kept an accurate V<T- 
eord of the cases which he has treated. 
His record of Foley says that the man 
has used tobacco since 21 years old, and 
that he was taken by Mr. Cutten for 
treatment on duly 0. He was put to 
sleep for the first time in four minutes, 
which is an unusual record for a patient 
in such a shattered condition. After the 
first day's treatment Foley had no long- 
ing for tobacco and after two days he 
had none for drink. 

Thomas Duck, a street pcdler, known 
as "Jim, the Penman," was treated for 
incipient delirium tremens, lie bad been 
on a spree for three weeks and hail tak- 
en eight drinks of whiskey the day lie 
applied for treatment to .Mr. Cutten. His 
heart was irregular in its movements and 
a stroke of apoplexy was a possibility. 
His pulse was making 112 strokes to the 
minute. He hud been unable to sleep for 
four nights and total Collapse threaten- 
ed him. Cutten put him to sleep in ten 
! minutes. Of course sleep from any 
source would have produced the same re- 
sult, but opiates bad failed and Duck's 
case .seemed hopeless. When he awoke 
after half an hour's hypnotic slumber his 
pulse was almost normal and his heart 
was quite regular. This single treatment 
cured him of his threntened attack of de- 
lirium tremens. He was told by Mr. 
Cutten to return for another sitting, but 
he felt so much better the next day that 
he went buck to his work. 

Johnny Malley, a seventeen-year-old 
boy, who was trying to stop smoking 
between thirty to thirty-five cigarettes a 
day, was treated by Mr. Cutten. The 
second day after the treatment began he 
was able to get along with only twenty, 
the third day with only ten and the next 
day be smoked only one; This was his 
last. He smoked that one on March 27. 
He says that he has no desire to take up 
smoking again. It was simply the cvav- 
ing for cigarettes which troubled the Hoy. 
He did bis best to stop smoking, but his 
will fiower hud been shuttered. 

Perhaps tin mcst peculiar case Rev. 
Mr. Cutten has treated has been that of i 
Arthur Benedict, a parishioner of Mi\ j 
Outten's, 41 years old. When he was 7 
years of age he fell down stairs and in- 
jured the left side of his head. The 
speech centre of his brain -was affected 
and be has since then been a stutteri'r.

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Mr. Cutten treated liim four times. Dur- 
ing each hypnotic sleep Mr. Benedict 
talked without a lisp and on being arous- 
ed from bis sleep he was able to talk 
much more fluently than before. His im- 
provement has been wonderful. His case 
is not yet dismissed, but Mr. Cutten says 
that he sees no reason why a complete 
cure should not be reported after two or 
three more sest-ions. 

One of the severe medical cures effect- 
ed was that of Percy Butter-field, superin- 
tendent of Calvary Industrial Home. He 
was suffering from an aggravated case 
of neuralgia and was unable to work. 
Mr. Cutten put him to sleep for a few 
minutes and when he awoke the neural- 
gia bad completely vanished.

Another Japanese Arrested With 
Fraudulent Naturalization 
Papers. 



HackettBack In Vancouver Look 
Ing for Another Race With 
Johnst.n. 



Vancouver, Sept. 13.— The park com- 
missioners drove around the park yester- 
day with the mayor and aldermen and 
viewed the improvements accomplished 
during the past twelve months. Eight 
thousand dollurs has been spent, for 
maintenance and improvements. The 
second beach has been cleared of 
boulders and underbrush; two acres of 
ground have been cleared for picnic par- 
ties near the Zoo, and several artificial 
ponds have been constructed for the use 
of swans and other water fowl, presented 
by Victoria, Toronto and other cities 
and individuals. An eagle house is to 
he built, and the bathing beaches further 
improved. 

The law students of Vancouver have 
formed a mutual benefit society. Tin- 
society will meet twice a month. A. It. 
Creigh is president, aud E. ,1. Bayfield 
secretary. Members of the bar will de- 
liver lectures to the society. 

Drill Sergeant Bundy is now instruct- 
ing 225 school children in drill. Sergt. 
Bundy says the hoys are doing well. 

Huckett, the oarsman, is in Vancou- 
ver again, trying to get another sculling 
match on with Bob Johnston. 

Allan King. Horace Thompson and 
Fred. Leslie, the three boys who stoned 
the Chinaman, Ah Sing, nearly to death, 
are to stand their trial. Ah Sing, owing 
to his injuries, was not able to appear in 
court yesterday, and his case was post- 
poned. It is thought Ah Sing will lose 
one of his eyes as the result of the ston- 
injr. 

There was another arrest, made yes- 
terday in the fraudulent naturalization 
case. Provincial Policeman Campbell 
has now apprehended two Japanese with 
fraudulent papers in their possession — 
Ike Ivintorn and Shibata Hanichi. Both 
cases have been remanded for one week 
for the purpose of securing further evi- 
dence. The two .Tups when arrested 
seemed to be rather, pleased with the 
prospect of three meals a day and some- 
where to sleep at the government's ex- 
pense. 1 1 seems that both of them had 
attempted to get into the United States, 
but, having no money, they were sent 
back to Onnada. When arrested they 
were in a half starved condition, had no 
prospects of work and nowhere to go, 
and no money. They stated through an 
interpreter that they were in desperate 
circumstances, mid there were a great 
many others in the same condition, owing 
to the failure of the fishing season. 
Fully 100 Japanese a day are finding 
their way to the United States by boat 
and train. 

The regular meeting of the work- 
ingnien's political organization was 
held last night. A lettter from Ralph 
Smith, regarding the calling of a pro- 
vincial convention, was filed. A com- 
mittee was formed to draw up a labor 
platform. 

The marriage took place at Holy Trin- 
ity cathedral. New Westminster, "yester- 
day, of Harold Winterbourne, of Seattle, 
and Miss Mabel Alice Harvey, daughter 
of J. W. Harvey, accountant of the Brit- 
ish Columbia penitentiary. 

The New Westminster conquering 
lacrosse team, accompanied by Private 
Brooking, arrived in New Westminster 
at o'clock to-night, having paid a brief 
visit to Harrison Hot Springs en route. 
Oh their arrival they entered carriages 
provided by the city, when a big torch- 
light procession was formed, which es- 
corted the heroes to the Armory, the 
bugle band and the Duke of Connaught's 
Own acting as an escort to Private 
Brooking. The guests of the city were 
seated apart from the public on the plat- 
form, and the civic address presented to 
them, after which there was music and 
a genera] reception, at which the boys 
were smothered with congratulations, in 
which the young Indies took a prominent 
part. The members of the Connaught's 
Own presented Private Brooking with 
a gold watch as a token of their esteem. 

In the tug-of-war to be held during the 
Westminster exhibition, Nanaimo, Van- 
couver and Kamloops have signified their 
intention of competing. Victoria and 
Esquimalt have not yet definitely de- 
cided. In the bnsebull series, two Van- 
couver teams and one each from Nanai- 
mo and Victoria will comp'ele. 

There are 50 entries for the annual 
croquet tournament to he held in Van- 
couver on the 17th instant. 

One of -the workmen on the Vnncouver 
payementfi was injured rather severely 
this morning by an explosion of bitumin- 
ous rock during the process of heating the 
substance preparatory to laying it on the 
streets. 

The health officers of Vancouver came 
upon a shocking den of filth yesterday— 
the home of one (Jreswell, in the east end 
of the city. In the room visited there 
were five children, all naked and cased 
in dirt. There was no furniture in the 
room beyond a greasy, half-worn mat- 
tress, and the floor and walls were cov- 
ered with filth and dirt. Coming from 
the fresh air it was almost impossible to 
breathe, owing to the stench. Creswell 
is said to be a good workman and able 
to earn large wages. 

The Vancouver board of trade have ap- 
pointed Capt. Tatlow a delegate to the 
good roads convention to he held at Kam- 
loops. The board have further delayed 
the discussion of the question of bettor, 
steamship service to the North, awaiting 
necessary data.

A Dawson Paper Tells of the 
Finding of an Ancient 
Coin.

News is brought by late arrivals from 
Dawson of the discovery of ancient coins 
on Big Skookum gulch, which the Daw- 
son Daily News says points to the fact 
of a prehistoric race in the Klondike. 
While Harry Nicodet was mining with 
two companions at the head of the gulch, 
he found, 14 feet beneath the surface of 
the froKcu earth a remarkable coin. 
The miners were digging the last five 
feet, which was through an ancient 
glacial mass of ice. Directly beneath the 
paleocrystic mass, and lying on a fold of 
the bedrock, Mr. Nicodet found a coin 
that is a puzzle to the archeoleogist and 
numismatic experts of this section, 
though there are men here skilled in 
reading the Egyptian hieroglyphics and 
other ancient writings. It is about the 
size of a copper cent, though not more 
than half as thick, and is apparently 
brass, or some combination of copper and 
zinc. Both sides are covered with 
strange characters resembling hier< 
glyphlcs to the untrained eye, and the 
edge is milled as artistically as the dollar 
of "the outside." A peculiar thing 
about the coin is that it docs not appear 
to be worn at all, the edges of the hiero 
glyphies being as sharp and clear-cut as 
a new twenty-dollar gold piece. It was 
made with a dye, like modern coins. 

The circumstances of its finding are 
vouched for by Nicodet and his two 
fellow-workmen, nnd the fact that no 
coin like this has ever been seen before 
is a circumstance tending to confirm 
their story. If their stntement is 
eepted as true, it means that prior to the 
glacial epoch, before this country was 
frozen up, the coin was washed with the 
gravel and sand of Big Skookum, and 
finally found a resting place where it was 
discovered many aeons of time after- 
ward, for from the time of the ice age 
this country has remained locked in 
frozen state, the underlying muck, gravel 
and broken bedrock never having thawed 
or become free. 

It also pro-supposes that the prc- 
glacial inhabitants of this country were 
tolerably well advanced in the arts and 
sciences; that they understood the art of 
smelting, refining and combining metals; 
that they were sufficiently civilized to 
understand the construction of dyes and 
the manufacture of coins; that they 
possessed a written language, intelligible 
nnd understood by them; and that they 
passed the stage of barter and realized 
the need of possessing a circulating 
medium. 

If all this is granted it must also be 
presumed that they were correspond- 
ingly advanced in other and collateral 
respects. The Klondike miner, digging 
for gold, is doubtless perforating the 
winding sheet of a once powerful and 
civilized race that passed away in the 
immeasurable depth of time, destroyed 
by the lowering temperatures that 
formed the immense ice fields, whose 
ceaseless grinding wore mountains into 
hills and covered every vestige of their 
presence with hundreds of feet of mor- 
raine detritus, 

Accepting this coin as a genuine find 
of a prehistoric race, the question arises 
whether it has been transported 1*/ 
glaciers a long distnnce nnd finally 
lodged on Big Skookum, or whether it 
escaped the general burial of the coun- 
try. Evidences of a former race of 
people having inhabited this section are 
unfortunately rare, but only on a few 
creeks lias work been done, and then 
only to the upper bedrock, beneath which 
a sub-stratum of gravel is superimposed 
on a second nnd probably primitive bed- 
rock. When this is penetrated, addi- 
tional evidences of early occupation will 
probably be found. 



KETTLE RIVER MINES. 

Company Organized in Toronto to Ac- 
quire Summit City Townsite. 

Grand Forks, Sept. 10. — H. Couture, 
P. St. Ours and Charles Gusson an; de- 
veloping the Majuba, HarcTy mountain, 
which they acquired recently. The ledge 
on the surface is six feet wide. From 
the bottom of a 20-foot shaft a drift has 
been ruu eight feet. The ore averages 
$12 per ton in gold and copper. The 
claim adjoins the well-known Moute 
Christo. 

A force of men resumed work to-day 
on the English & French claim, Brown's 
camp, north fork o£ Kettle river. A 
shaft will be sunk 20 feet from the face 
of a 200-foot tunnel. 

H. Couture and Ed. Couture have left 
here for the Pend'Oreille district, Idaho, 
for the purpose of seeking placer ground. 

P. Kelliher, of this city, has left for 
The Needles, Lower Arrow lake, to 
superintend development on the Mystic 
and Completer group, which has a gold- 
silver ledge three feet wide. 

Word has reached town of a rich 
strike mi the Stemwinder, Brown's camp, 
north fork of Kettle river. 

Col. Haywood is on his way home from 
Toronto, after successfully organizing a 
company to acquire Summit City town- 
site, Summit camp. The shareholders 
include several prominent capitalists. 
The outlook for Summit is bright, as 
work in half a dozen properties in that 
vicinity is in progress, 

A rich body of ore was encountered 
last week in a drift from the 150-foot 
level of No. 2 shaft in the It. Bell, Sum- 
mit camp. Development on this prop- 
erty, which was recently acquired by 
the Miner-Graves syndicate, is in charge 
of Jack Hanly. 

Hugh Cannon claims to have struck 
35 feet of solid ore on the White Ele- 
phant, Brown's camp, north fork of 
Kettle river. 

Alex. McQueen is arranging for a big 
cougar hunt up the north fork this 
week. 

It is expected that the Jewel mine, 
Long Lake camp, will soon begin mak- 
ing shipments to the Silica reduction 
works, near Ilossland, for test purposes. 

C. It. Tuttlc, secretary and manager 
of the American Mining Investment Co., 
Minneapolis, is in town. His company 
lias acquired the Curlew, Wash., town- 
site, and a number of mining properties 
in that vicinity. On one claim a shaft 
has been sunk 100 feet, and on Satur- 
day Mr. Tuttlc awarded a contract for 
sinking an additional 100 feet. Mr. 
Tuttle also let a contract for the driving 
of a -100-foot tunnel on the Surprise 
claim. He has surveyors at work locat- 
ing a railway between Curlew and 
Drummer's Mountain, a distance of five 
miles. Mr. Tattle says he purposes ex- 
tending the line to Nelson, Wash., at 
the boundary line. Electricity will likely 
be utilized as motive power, the com- 
pany having acquired two valuable 
water powers near Curlew.
